The story of -the blind man (John o 
in) and how his eyes were opened is a 
familiar scripture, and furnishe> the basis 
far a very profitable and interesting 11 i ble 
study. It was the common opinion 
mong the Jews that every special affiic- 
tion was the result of a special sin. In 
this the Jews were raístaken and Jesús 
proceeds to correct their theology. The 
man was born blind and surely he conld 
not have sinned before he was born. 
Among the lessons taught in this na nat i ve 
may be mentioned the following : 

1. We onght tobebusy doinggood while 
we may. There is a great deal to do, and 
the time in which to do it is very short. 
"The night cometh wherein no man can 
work." There are a great many spiritual- 
ly blind people all about us, and we should 
be busy helping the blind to see. 

2. Sometimes our troubles become a 
blessing to us. If this man had not been 
blind he might never have received such 
kindness and mercy from Christ, It is a 
blessed thing when our afflictions bríng 
us to Jesús. Then they will work for our 
good. 

3. If we would have Christ bless us, we 
must do what he bids us. This man was 
told to go and wash in the pool of Siloam. 
If he had not gone he would not have had 

' his eyes opened. He might have said, 
"Wàter will do no good, 1 have wash- 
ed my eyes many a time, and it never 
made me see." But he obeyed. He 
wentand washed and came seeing. Peo- 
ple say, What good can wàter do in bap- 
tism ? Or what virtue can there be in l he 
observance of the ordinance of foot-wash- 
ing? That should not be the tpiestion. 
Did Christ com ma ml it? If so, that se:- 
tles all difficulties and doubts vvith one 
who is or wants to be a child of God. 
Obedinict is what G©d demands, and wilh- 
out it there is no blessing. 

4. When this man's eyes were opened 
he told his neighbors who had done it. 
That is what we should do when Jesús has 
blessed us. We should teli our friemls 
about hi in and what he has done.
